FROM WASHINGTON. 


The Tariff and Internal Revenue 


Reductions Agreed Upon. 


HENRY A. BROWN ON THE SUGAR TARIFF 


Five Hundred Thousand Dollars for the 


Mississippi River Commission—Re- , 


duction of Duty—Kincaid In- 


dicted—Congressional. 


Tha Tariff Schedules Agreed Upon. 
WASHINOTON, March 19.—The Re 


publican members of the ways and 
means committee have agreed upon 
every point of division on the tarifl 
schedules and the reductions to be made 
from internal revenue, and will present 
the bill to the full committee for its 
consideration 
in a few days. 
The 


clauses relating to carpet wools, Mexi- 
can lead ores and ono or two other arti- 
cles, have not yet been finally and de- 
finitely passed upon. While the bill is 
not absolutely completed, and will, of 
course, bo subject to revision, it is be- 
lieved to be substantially finished as 
far as the majority of tho committee is 
concerned. 


The internal-revenue features of tha 


bill are as follows: The entire aboli- 
tion of all special taxes upon dealers ol 
all kinds, commonly known as licenses; 
the tax upon snuff will be repealed; 
farmers and planters growing tobacco 
will have U a liberty to sell to whomso- 
ever they please without restraint in 
the same manner as any farmer can dis- 
pose of any other of the products ol his 
land. The tax upon manufactured to' 
bacco will be reduced from eight cents 
to four cents a pound; cigars, cheroots 
and cigarettes will carry the same tax 
as is imposed under tho present law. 
Alcohol used in tho arts is free undei 
substantially the same restrictions as 
are precribed in tho Senate bill. Tho 
reductions in tho revenue from these 
sources will, in round numbers, amount 
to between seventeen and 
nineteen 


millions of dollars. 


Tho following are tho principal pro- 


visions in the tariff schedules: 


The chemical schedule contains but 


lew changes from existing law. There 
are some reductions and no advances in 
duty, and it is believed that the duties 
in this schedule will be found below the 
Benato schedule. 


Tho earth, earthenware and glass- 


ware schedules remain substantially as 
in the exististing law. 


There are a number of important 


changes in the metal schedule. Exist- 
ing rates are maintained upon iron oro 
and pig iron. Barbed wire for fencing 
is mado dutiable at 0-10 cents per 
pound, which is below the duty upon 
that kind of iron entering into other 
uses, lieams, girders and structural 
iron is reduced from 1^4 cents to 6-10 
cents a pound, which is a reduction bo- 
low that of tbo Senate bill. Railway 
iron is reduced to 8-10 cents a pound, 
the present rate being S17 a ton, a re- 
duction of about S4 a ten. and a reduc- 
tion in tho rate fixed by the Senate bill. 
Tho duty on steel rail") is reduced $4 a 
ton. Tho duty on tin j-l.itu has been 
increased to '3 2-10 cents a pound. 
Pig 


tin remains free. Thoro is is an in- 
crease in the duty upon pocket cutlery. 


In the lumber schedule, the duty on 


sawed 
boards, planks and finished 


lumber is reduced fifty per cent, from 
the present rate. There is a special 
provision inserted that in case Canada 
lays an export duty on lumber, then 
duties shall be collected according to 
the rates under existing law. 


The duty on Sumatra tobacco is in- 


creased to S2.75 per pound. 


There is an increase generally along 


the entire list of 
tho duties upon 


agricultural products. The duty upon 
barley isoraisod to 30 cents a bushel, 
hops to 15 cents a pound; buckwheat to 
15 
cents 
a bushel; 
Macaroni and 


vermicelli 2 cents a pound, oats 10 cents 
a bushel, 
The duty on agricultural 


seeds is increases. The duty on rice is 
reduced from '3X to Scents a pound; rice 
flour and rico meal from 1 cent to 
three-fourth cent a pound, and broken 
rice to one-half cent a pound. Butter 
and substitutes therefor, havo the duty 
increased to 6 cents a pound. 
The 


duty on eggs is raised to 5 cents a 
dozen; 
potatoes 
25 cents a bushel. 


Hides, which are now on the free list, 
are made dutiable at \Yt cents a pound. 
There is a small increase on tho duty 
upon fruits. 
Oranges and lemons, in 


packages of \]4 cubic feet or less, 25 
cents per package; in packages exceed- 
ing l}f and not exceeding 1% cubic 
leot, 50 cents a package. 
Raisins 2J^ 


cents 
a pound duty. 
Advances in 


duties have generally been conceded 
the farming interests where it is be- 
lieved increased duties will benefit the 
farmers. 


Spirits, wines and other beverages 


havo been left as found in existing law. 
Salt has also not been touched. 


Cotton manufactures are left substan- 


tially as in tho Senate bill. 
Jute, 


manila and sisal grass are put on the 
free list, as is wool degras, which en- 
ters into the finishing of leather. A 
reduction is made in the duty on bind- 
ing twine. In the wool shedule, wools 
of the first class, known as clothing 
wools, 11 cents a pound; wools of tho 
second class, known as combing wools, 
13 cents; carpet wools, valued at 12 
cents or less, 3X cents per pound; val- 
ued at over B'J cents, 8 cents a pound. 
This is a reduction of one-half cent a 
pound from tho Senate bill, and an in- 
crease of \}4 cents from the present law. 
It is believed, however, that the defini- 
tions and classifications and restrictions 
provided for will make this duty even 
more valuable to the wool-growers than 
the duty fixed by Senate bill. In the 
Mills bill, wool was put on the free list 
and the duty given to the manufactur- 
ers of woolen fabrics was from 40 to 45 
per cent. As this bill makes wool du- 
tiable it gives compensation to the 
manufacturers for the duty imposed 
upon wool. Tho difference between tho 
duty given the manufacturers by the 
Mills bill and the proposed measure is 
only 10 per cent.

Dutch Standard, is made dutiable at 85 
percent., and above 1(5 Dutch Standard 
40 per cent. This give five per cent, ad- 
ditional duty to the refiners, and as the 
standard is raised from 13 to 10 the peo- 
ple of the United States will bo onabled, 
in case the refiners combine to put up 
the prices, to import sugar which will 
ts in every way fit for family use. This, 
is a cut in the duties upon sugar of 
from 50 to 00 per cent. 
Molasses is 


mado dutiable at 25 per cent, ad valor- 
em, tho present ratn being specific. 
This is a considerable reduction. 


The committee has not yet settled 


what duties shall bo levied upon lead 
ores, this being one of the few matters 
yet to be definitely passed upon. 


Among the new legislative provisions 


proposed in the bill is one that no im- 
portations shall be made into the United 
States which do not show plainly the 
country from which they avo imported. 
This is done in order to put a stop t 
the practice which has become very 
common, of sending foreign goods int< 
the United States with American brands 
thereon, tho purpose being to deceive 
tho public, and have tho wares sup- 
plant American goods which havo es 
tabiished reputations. Tho hill also re- 
pea's that section of the statutes which 
gives to the United States, and con 
tractors under it, tho right to import 
supplies into this country free of duty. 
By this means it is intended to require 
the United States and all of its oflU'ers 
and contractors to be bound by tlic laws 
•which it establishes for its citizens. 
The bill, it is thought, will reduce tho 
revenues about sixty million dollars, 
and of this reduction about twenty 
seven million dollars will be secured 
by the cut on sugar, and irom seventeen 
to nineteen millions by tho internal 
Tovenue features of tbo bill. 


Tho froe list, which contains, with a 


few exceptions, all the items in the 
Senate bill, and a few others which 
were not in tho Senate bill, will, it is 
thought, make a reduction of between 
one and a quarter anil one and a half 
millions of dollars. Tho revisions made 
throughout the tariff schudulps avo ex-

House, and to Congressmen generally, 
in a neat pamphlet, a thorough conden- 
sation of tho status of this sugar-tariff, 
question, in which he takes the ground 
that a moderate reduction of the pres- 
ent duty on sugar may bo mado without 
detriment to our sugar industries, or to 
tho interests of consumers. Ho pre- 
sents substantial 
evidence that any 


radical, reduction of duty will bo detri- 
mental to avery interest connected with 
the consumption and production of sugar 
of this country. He criticises the pro- 
posal to classify all sugars up to No. 18 
Dutch Standard as raw suga. instead 
of up to No. 11, as at present, as simply 
nonsense; because it would add to the 
grades of raw sugars used in refining at 
the lower rates of duty proposed with- 
out the slightest benefit to consumers. 
Mr. Brown supports bis argument in 
favor of a reasonable protective duty on 
sugar by an array of data, based upon 
official statistics, relating lo the sugar 
industry in this and other sugar-produc- 
ing countries.
